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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 5-1 8, 20-30 and 42-56 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In regards to 
claims 15, 43 and 56, the prior art neither anticipates nor suggests, in combination with 
other limitations of the claims, the limitations of: 

An applicator for making anastomosis between hollow structures having a head 
with plurality of arms, a shank-like element having a part located proximal to a distal end 
of said shank-like element for causing movement of the arms when moving said head 
relative to said shank-like element; wherein the distal ends of said arms are adapted to 
support a portion of the hollow structures and hold joining elements while positioning the 
hollow structure to joining elements for making an anastomosis. 

The prior art reference in US Patent No. 5,669,918 to Balazs et al. teaches a 
surgical instrument for preparing an anastomosis in minimally invasive surgery. Balazs 
teaches all the limitations in the claims except the distal ends of arms holding joining 
elements while positioning the hollow structure to joining elements for making an 
anastomosis.
